T1REI.ESS efforts by party workers have 
failed to reach most citizens with the mes­ 
sage that a political system cannot succeed 
unless its members are willing to stand up 
and be counted on party election day. 
Consequently, thousands of dtizens \dio 
dcrry the seeming drift in governmental pol- 
continue to alibi their way out of vot- 


ir^ in primaries by declaring they are inde­ 
pendents owing allegiance to neither party. 
Innumerable speeches by candidates ha%'e 
failed to impress upon potential voters the 
fact that the majority cannot possibly rule if 
a minonty goes to the polls. 
Consequently, many of the 70 per cent of 
eligible Ohioans who did not vote last 
Tuesday will continue to complain that poli­ 
ticians are not responsive to the popMilar will. 
Massive education programs by elections 
officials have failed to teach most citizens 
the Amencan system of government de­ 
pends upon the healthy operation of two 


parties. 
Consequently, far too many abzens wiB 
conbnue to declare self-nghteously that they 
will take a greater interest in government 
when it rises above polibcs. 


WH.AT DOES it all prove? 
It proves tlie political reformers of 60 
years ago were wrong when they said the 
American political system would improve 
if its control were turned over to the people. 
It proves the people can and do abuse 
tiieir political freedom as easily as the much-

We have a curious feeling about the th r^ 
living form«- presidents of the United States 
—Herbert 
Hoover, 
Harry 
Truman 
and 
Dwight Eisenhower. 
If they went fishing together, though Mr, 
Truman never seemed to care for fishing, 
forget they once had been party symbols 
and are still separated by ideological differ­ 
ences and talk tuikey, we think aU could 
agree it is nsky to centralize power in 
Washington. 
Mr. Truman might choke up on Mr. Eisen­ 
hower’s recent statement that federal pow­ 
er is dangerous because it leads to a "steady 
erosion of self-reliant citizenship and in ex­ 
cessive power cimcentration resulting from 
the lodging erf more and more decisions in 
an ever-growing federal bureaucracy." 
But Mr. Hoover wouldn’t And possible Mr. 
Truman might remember that hi* complaint 
against being chief executive was the ever­ 
growing burden of responsibUity saddled on 
the holder of the office, to the degree that it 
has become unbearable. 
Gone now are the happy days when local 
and state officials carried the day-to-day 
burdems of government and the diief execu­ 
tive of the Umted States ran his (rffice with a 
few assistants. 
Gone are the good old times when the pres­ 


ident of the Umted States could ponder pol- 
icy single-mindedly, weighir^ the pros and 
cons deliberately w-hile a few trusted ad­ 
visers made themselves handy for consulta­ 
tion if no answer w-as forthcoming after long 
prayer and mediation. 
Mr. Hoover has tried mighty with the re- 
KHirces at his command to simplify execu­ 
tive procedures to make the federal govern­ 
ment work better. 
Mr. Truman has done masterful work to 
show the evolution of the presidaicy and to 
suggest where it may be doing by descnb- 
mg where it has been. 
Mr. Eisenhower did everything in his pow­ 
er to make the presidency like a general 
command post, substitution staff work for 
individual effort and thereby leaving the 
president free for the key decisions that 
could be made only at the highest level. 
Few thought he was successful at this, 
however. 
No «le is likely to simplify the presidency. 
The job grows more complex day by day. 
As more and more decisions are made in 
Washington, “steady erosion of self-reliant 
citizenship” elsewhere.

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Minority Government Can't Work 


Time Somebody fastened To Our Tune! 


Politicians and elections officials are busy 
these days grinding out statistics on the re­ 
turns from last Tuesday’s Republican and 
Democratic primaries rn Ohio. 
It isn’t easy to read voters’ minds from the 
masses of figures about ballots cast rn se­ 
cret, but it’s part of the business of politics 
to try. 
Nothing various sets of figures will be al­ 
leged to prove, however, will be as signifi­ 
cant as the overriding fact that most citizens 
either do not understand or do not care 
about their political system 
Endless columns of type churned out by 
editorialists have failed to persuade most 
citizens the primary elections are at least 
as important as, if not more important than, 
the fail elections in which the final choices 
of public officials will be made. 
Consequently, people who stay away from 
the primary polls by the thousands will 
alibi their way out of voting in the fall by 
declaring they do not like either of the par­ 
ty nominees. 


TIRELESS efforts by party workers have 
failed to reach most citizens with the mes­ 
sage that a political system cannot succeed 
unless its members are willing to stand up 
and be counted on party election day. 
Consequently, thousands of citizens who 
decry the seeming drift in governmental pol- 
continue to aliba their way out of vot­ 


ing in primaries by declaring they are inde­ 
pendents owing allegiance to neither party. 
Innumerable speeches by candidates have 
failed to impress upon potential voters the 
fact that the majority cannot possibly rule if 
a minority goes to the polls. 
Consequently, many of the 70 per cent of 
eligible Ohioans who did not vote last 
Tuesday will continue to complain that poli­ 
ticians are not responsive to the popular will. 
Massive education programs by elections 
officials have failed to teach most citizens 
the American system of government de­ 
pends upon the healthy operation of two 
parties. 
Consequently, far too many citizens will 
continue to declare self-righteously that they 
will take a greater interest in government 
when it rises above politics. 


WHAT DOES it all prove’ 
It proves the political reformers of 60 
years ago were wrong when they said the 
American political system would improve 
if its control w’ere turned over to the people. 
It proves the people can and do abuse 
their political freedom as easily as the much- 
maligned bosses of old could and did abuse 
it.

Molotov Remains A Mystery

The Molotov mystery, a grip­ 
ping, suspense story to the pri­ 
vate eyes of Communist ideology, 
has become a real Red World 
‘whodunit. ’ 
Unexpected and unrepentant, the 
old Bolshevik is dug in hard in 
Moscow. He’s doing his in-fighting 
the way his party training taught 
him was most effective—private­ 
ly, shadowy and conspiratorally. 
And his deadliest home-front ene­ 
my—Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
hasn’t even dented the tough hide 
of V. M. Molotov. 
The seesaw battle, earned to 
the highest levels of comradely 
parties around the world, baffles 
and bewilders dedicated ami ev­ 
en many of die in-the-know top 
Communists. It has made quite 
a few dam up with caution. 
If Khrushchev can’t dnve Molotov, 
ex-premier and ex-foreign min­ 
ister under Stalin, out of business, 
what next? 
Obviously, Khrushchev, so often 
brimming over with confidence, 
wonders the same dung. He was 
moved to attack Molotov again 
openly and frontally two weeks 
ago. Was this neat, gray figure 
whose unemotional eyes glint from 
behind the trademark of pince- 
nez glasses really a “political 
corpse”? 
That’s how Molotov has been 
described a few times by prudent 
Moscow regime officialdom. Y’et 
it was by no co-incidence that 
Izvestia, regime paper, recently 
blasted Molotov. The paper, in­ 
cidentally. is edited by Khrush­ 
chev’s son-in-law, a rotund and 
high-pressure, Alexea Adzhubei. 


A DOCUMENT that sticks in 
Khrushchev’s ideological craw is 
the paper areolated by Molotov 
in which the implacable old Bol­ 
shevik 
appealed 
to 
local 
and 
world comrades of distinction. 
He wasn’t wrong, in his out­ 
look for Communist achievements, 
said Molotov. Khrushchev was. A 
very legally-conscious Comnumst, 
according to the standards set 
by Marx, Lenin and Stalin, Molo­ 
tov wants a direct confrontation 
with Khrushchev b e f o r e their 
peers—party cadre men of the 
widest knowledge and the most 
experience. 
One of the most interesting and 
ironical twists to the mystery 
has been the Chinese Communist 
attitude. Mao Tse-tung supports, 
according to informants from the 
Communist world, the standard 
held high by Molotov. His have- 
not Peiping regime recently sign­ 
ed a trade aid deal with the 
Russians. It didn t stop the Chi­ 


nese from giving Molotov a pat 
on the back and support in his 
stand-off with Khrushchev. 
Tile 
Molotov 
mystery 
which 
started with a violent attack on 
him again late last autumn as 
“a n t i-p a r t y”—a 
Khrushchev 
phrase—is by no means ended. 
The latest upset is merely an­ 
other chapter. 
Until Khrushchev can dispose 
of Molotov, making him a public 
political corpse, the old Bolshe­ 
vik’s voice is still a bugle blast 
resounding in many high places 
throughout 
th e 
Eastern 
ap­ 
proaches. 
Uncertainty 
has 
become 
the 
w'ord for the attitude of Moscow 
party and regime people. There 
is some educated speculation that 
dissension still preoccupies lots of 
spare time within Khrushchev’s 
nil mg presidium. 
The bickering centers largely 
about the attitude to take to­ 
wards Red China, as a long range 
matter, and how to resolve, short 
range, China’s trans - continental 
handshake with Molotov. 


COMMUNISTS in the satellites, 
caught rn between, try hard now 
to remain uncommitted and non- 
commital. 
Molotov, 
leaving 
a 
minor diplomatic job rn Vienna, 
came home straight to Moscow. 
Khrushchev plastered him with 
extra 
disgrace; 
Removing 
the 


Molotov name from all public 
places rn the USSR 
Th e n , the huge bureaucratic 
structure of the Soviet regime 
creaked into contradiction. It an­ 
nounced that Molotov was return­ 
ing to Vienna. Not at all. Then, 
it disclosed he was ill of a heart 
attack. Not so. It turned out to 
be a bad case of the flu. 
Molotov even voted in what are 
euphemistically known as elec­ 
tions to the Supreme Soviet. He 
cast his ballot haif-an-hour before 
Khrushchev 
entered 
the 
same 
polling place. What happened to 
his expulsion from the party? 
It would have been a gratify­ 
ing 
end 
to 
the 
mystery 
for 
Khrushchev to have presented the 
world. Political revenge is a more 
ovendmg consideration in Com­ 
munist society than it ever could 
be where Western parliamentar- 
lamsm is practiced. 
No announcements—but news. 
Molotov, his fragile, bird-like wife 
hovering soliatously at his side, 
stands on his record as a Com­ 
munist. 
It’s something Khrushchev can­ 
not—yet—tear apart, or dares not. 
One thing is certain, the next 
episode in this titanic struggle of 
intrigue won’t be written joint­ 
ly 
by 
the 
two 
competing 
Communists. 
It’s still a mighty mystery.

It is deplorable that so many 
politicians when seeking some ad­ 
vantage ignore the principles of 
political 
science. 
Instead, they 
lower their discourse to the level 
of the least intelligent of the peo­ 
ple whom they seek to influence. 
President Kennedy is an edu­ 
cated man. Somewhere, in the 
courses he took at Harvard and 
in the books he read while there, 
he must have learned the elemen­ 
tary fact that the exercise of vot­ 
ing is neither a right indiscrimin­ 
ately granted nor a general privi­ 
lege. 
It is, according to the princi­ 
ples of political science, an office. 
In fact, 
the individuals who 
hold the office of voters arc the 
highest in this republican gov­ 
ernment. They elect presidents 
and congressmen 
and senators 
and others under the law. just 
as the president appoints justices 
of the Supreme Court. 
... In a free society the office of 
voter is subject to certain quali­ 
fications. just as is the presi­ 
dency and a seat in Congress. 
There are all sorts of qualifi­ 
cations imposed for innumerable 
jobs in government. For certain 
jobs the incumbent must be a 
lawyer, a doctor, an engineer, or 
an accountant. 
Mr. Kennedy himself has men­ 
tioned many times, in pleading 
for public school aid, the need 
for certified teachers 
And so under our constitution­ 
al system there are established 
qualifications for the office of 
voter. 
The states are given the re­ 
sponsibility of determining those 
qualifications. .And according to 
the respective judgments of the 
lawmakers of the states, certain 
to the respective judgments of 
the lawmakers of the states, cer­ 
tain limitations are placed upon 
the exercise of voting. 


FOR 
EXAMPLE, 
it is pre 
seabed that a certain term of 
residence shall be observed This 
is to make sure that the indivi­ 
duals who vote really live in the 
area for which they choose the 
officers of government and also 
know enough about that area to 
select widely the people who shall 
conduct its government 
Since it is obvious that voters 
must depend upon the spoken and 
written word for the knowledge 
essential to make wise choices of 
public officials, there is generally 
a requirement that they be lit­ 
erate in the English language. 
Literacy tests are not limited 
to the South. New York and oth­ 
er states go beyond mere cer­ 
tification as to school attendance 
and require tests in English. 
In those states there has been 
little or no complaint about the 


fairness with which such test* 
are applied. There has been much 
complaint about the fairness with 
which such tests have been ap­ 
plied in other localities. 
But the proposed remedy for 
such abuses is the usual shotgun 
approach. It was pledged in the 
Democratic platform that all lit­ 
eracy tests rn all states should 
be swept away and that instead 
there be applied mere evidence 
that the applicant for a ballot 
has passed six grades in school. 
This is not. only a grave inva­ 
sion of a right constitutionally 
granted to the states, but a blow 
to the efforts of states, like New 
York, to make sure that those 
who exercise the office of voting 
know English as well 
as 
die 
language of the countries from 
which they came 


THE 
MATTER 
reaches 
the 
point of absurdity when 
it is 
proposed that natives of Puerto 
Rico be allowed to vote if they 
know only the Spanish language 
of their place of origin. The busi­ 
ness of our states is conducted 
in the 
English 
language, 
and. 
since that is true, voters should 
inform themselves in that lan­ 
guage. To do so. they would have 
to learn English. 
Ample 
opportunity 
to 
learn 
English is provided for old and 
young alike in our schools. This 
requirement is not onerous, con­ 
sidering the immense responsibil­ 
ity which rests upon the elec­ 
torate. 
If people want to make a new 
home arid take advantage of bet­ 
ter economic and cultural oppor­ 
tunities, the least they can do is 
to learn the language of that 
new environment. 
There are adequate law's now 
to check the abuses rn imposing 
literacy tests. But the attorney 
general 
is impatient with tile 
processes of law. and in true 
Kennedy style would sweep away 
the 
lawful 
means 
of 
righting 
wrongs through the courts and 
would give the office of voting 
to everyone. 
It should be added rn conclu­ 
sion that those who wrote the 
Democratic platform of 1960 and 
those who advocate the legisla­ 
tion now before Congress were 
making a very damaging con­ 
fession. They are substantially 
admitting that they cannot hope 
to remain in office except through 
the introduction into the elector 
ate of countless numbers of il­ 
literates. 
This mesas that the less the 
people who hold the power to 
remove them know about what 
they are doing, the better will 
be their chance to keep their 
jobs.

“If a person pays a ticket when 
he knows he is innocent he begins 
to be a ‘cop-hater’,’’ Mr. McKin­ 
ley said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Senate 
leaders make a second attempt 
today to get the two-thirds ma­ 
jority needed to break a Southern 
filibuster against the administra­ 
tion’s voter literacy test bill. 


If the debate-limitation move 
fails 
as 
expected, 
Democratic 
leader Mike Mansfield of Montana 
plans to ask the Senate to put 
aside the civil rights measure and 
turn to other legislation 


The House has no major bills 
on its docket this week, but the 


Senate may plunge into a scrap 
(over President Kennedy’s $2 6-bil­ 
lion public works program soon 
after it disposes of the literacy 
bill. 
However, Mansfield said he first 
may call up a House-passed bill 
to give Kennedy authority to make 
agreements with additional na­ 
tions to curb textile imports. 
The literacy bill was all but 
killed off last Wednesday when 
the Senate voted 53 to 43 against 
invoking its anti-filibuster rule 
and clamping a time limit on the 


debate that had begun two weeks 
earlier. 
The failure o muster even a 
majority for debate-limitation was 
a stinging setback for the bill s 
backers, who contend that rn 
some areas of the Souh regis­ 
trars keep Negroes from voting 
by discriminatory administration 


of literacy ests. 
The bill would exempt anyone 
with a 6th grade education from 
having to pass a state literacy 
test to qualify as a voter in con­ 
gressional and presidential elec­ 
tions.

PORTLAND, Ore. - Has the 
patio put the porch out of style? 
Not a hit. lf you’re looking for 
real outdoor livability — and thai 
m eans comfort and convenience 


— trv a porch. 
Plus m arks in favor of the 
porch are these: It is built above 
ground, at least slightly, which 
means that cooling breezes can 
circulate under and around it. It 
is built of wood, which neither re ­ 
tains nor reflects heat. Even if 
placed on the south side of your 
house, the porch is likely to bo 
comfortable at all hours of the 
day 
It is raised to floor level, 
meaning that the porch is wonder­ 
fully accessible. 
A fourth advanlage is that a 
porch can be supremely decora­ 
tive. 
It’s easy to create form 
and shape with wood Located out­ 
side a picture window, the porch 
I itself can provide a view or out- 
I look for the room on the other 
side. 
Then, too, s wood porch re­ 
flects no sun glare, as does pav­ 
ing, and draperies on the connect- 
t mg window can stand open all 
day. This is particularly true if 
the porch decking and balustrade 
are weathered or stained wood, 
rather than painted 
To pack as much livability onto 
the porch as possible, several de­ 
sign elements should be consider­ 
ed. The balustrade, for instance, 
can be so much more than just 
a deck rail. 
If built rn a solid, hip-high style, 
perhaps of horizontal bevel sid­ 
ing to match the house, it will 
act as a windscreen.
